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Claims 30-53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) under Rigole in view of Sclimid in furtlier view of Ericl<son. Regarding, claim 30, 
Applicant argues that the amended limitation of "soliciting at least one quote from a supplier based on the at least one quote desired by the 
user" is not taught by the prior art. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Schmid teaches electronically notifying a plurality of lenders of a 
requested loan transaction and inviding each lender to electronically submit a corresponding request for quote for the loan (See claim 1 ). 
This is aniagous to soliciting at least one quote. Further Erickson also teaches that the buyer, after assembling a list of suppliers, creates 
and sends a data cast message to suppliers requesting a bid (column 8, lines 28-50). This is also analagous to solicitng at least one quote 
from a aupplier based on the at least one quote deisred by the user. Therefore Applicant's arguments regarding this limitation are not 
persuasive. Claims 38 and 46 contain similar amendments and are rejected under the same reasoning. 

Claims 31-35 and 47-52 contain minor amendments to correct grammatical errors. 
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
